Macleod’s $20,000.00 skating 
and curling rink is practically 
completed, the key having been 
handed to the Mayor and Coun- 
cil by the contractor, J. S. 
Lambert. All that remains to 
complete the building is the 
heating, plumbing and lighting, 
which were not included in the 
building contract, and which 
will be installed by the town’s 
own workmen. 

Much credit is due to the 
contractor, Mr. Lambert, for 
the excellent workmanship and 
the expeditious manner in 
which he has completed the 
building—three weeks before 
the date called for in the con- 
tract, viz: September 15th. 

The Town of Macleod is just- 
ly proud of now being the pos- 
sessor of what is said to be the 
finest skating and curling rink 
in the province of Alberta, The 
building is frame, shingled 
roof, with outside walls cover- 
ed with California stucco in a 
beautiful shade of cream. In 


the handsome front, the long | 


surface has been broken by the 
irrigular roofs of the waitin 
rooms, a_ cupola at each enc 
and the effective placing of the 
windows and arched entrance. 
viving an unusual effect for a 
building of this class and size 
The full width of front is 163 
feet and the full length is 201 
feet. The skating rink is 80x 
180 ice, with 4 rows of seats on 
each side and a_ balcony over 
the entrance, which will ac- 
comodate 150, the total seating 
capacity will be over 1500. 
There are four curling sheets, 
2 on each side 148x14 with 
large glassed in waiting rooms 
for the curlers at each end. 
There are 2 dressing rooms for 
hockey players and a_ large 
general waiting room, 2 toilet 
rooms, ticket office and a re- 
freshment bar. All the rooms 
will be heated with up-to-date 
gas heaters and fitted every 
convenience for the patrons of 
the rinks. i 

The Macleod Town Council 
under the mayorship of J. W 
McDonald, K. C., originated the 
idea of building the rink, and 
carried the project to its suc- 
cessful completion. 

Being centrally located on 
the Court House square, it is 
not only an ornament to the 
town, filling up the wide open 
blank space, but it will be very 


convenient and easy of access. 
Without a doubt it will be the 


centre of attraction for the 
voung people of the town, and 
it is expected that the rates will

BAD ADVICE 


In its issue of last week The 
Financial Post, Toronto, gave 
some very bad advice on the 
subject of the financing of pool 
wheat for the current crop 
year. The Post is usually a 
dependable paper_ conservative, 
sane and inclined to be sensi- 
tive where principles and points 
of commercial honor are con- 
cerned. For at least this once 
it has been guilty of a grave 
error in editorial judgment. 
One who knows The Financial 
Post and its policies well would 
have to rub his eyes and read 
again before being convinced 
that his senses had not been 
deceiving him. 


The article in question was 
published under the heading 
‘Pool Farmers Need Freedom 
to Sell” and was mainly devoted 
to making the point that the 
members of the Western wheat 
pool should be allowed to ignore 
or break their contracts with 
the pool when selling this 
year’s wheat in order that they 
might thereby receive the bene- 
fit of the higher cash payment 
which will be available to those 
who are free to sell outright to 
the private grain trade. “Allow- 
ing pool members. complete 
freedom of sales action” is one 
of the phrases used to express 
this dea. Another _ reads, 
“Those* who either wish to or 
must sell their grain outright 
should be allowed the privilege 
of the open market in spite of 
their contracts, for it can do 
the pool no good to enforce a 
reluctant complience with con- 
tract terms.” 


There is no desire here to 
embarrass the Financial Post 
by analyzing its argument on 
this subject, or discussing the 
its conclusions. 
There has been far too much 
talk lately about the pool and 
its banking and financial af- 
fairs. Most of this talk has 
been illinformed, and advice 
offered has been impracticable. 
For this reason The North- 
western Miller has kept out of 
the argument, as it has been 
obvious from the beginning 
that discussions of the baih- 
ing accommodation to the grain 
trade, including the pool, this 
year was a matter for experts. 
t is, however, to be hated that 
so excellent a paper as The 
Financial Post will pardon this 
one intrusion, since its purpose 
is merely to suggest that the 
idea of breaking, evading, 
ignoring or disregarding the 
contract between the pool and 
its members, even for a year 
or a part of a year should be 
promptly withdrawn by the 
Post. If the grain trade of 
Canada is remarkable for any 
one thing more than another it 
is the sanctity of the contracts, 
verbal or written, with which 
its business is carried on by 
buyers and sellers alike. To 
suggest now that a portion of 
the pool membership should be 
allowed a special dispensation 
in this regard is to point the 
way for a flood of new troubles 
for the banks, the pool, the gov-

Work With Perennials 

September an important 
month in the perennial garden. 
The new plants which were 
started from seed in June or 
July will now be ready to move 
into the nursery beds and pre- 
parations should be made to 
give them adequate cover in 
ihe form of leaves or straw and 
full drainage before they go 
into Winter quarters. As soon 
as the great heat of Summer 
is over and one feels that the 
soil not likely to dry out 
again, the old perennials may 
be divided, or reduced in size. 
Plants that have been in the 
same position for four or five 
years will give better results if 
moved, or if they have a por- 
tion of the root system cut off. 
Late August or early Septemb- 
cr is the proper time to move 
Oriental poppies and iris. In 
re-planting the pieces of iris, 
they should be put in quite 
shallow, the fleshy root being 
barely covered with soil. Peon- 
ies are best moved in Septemb- 
er. The top buds of these 
plants should not be more than

an inch or two below the sur- 
face of the soil. Deep planting 
is one of the main causes of 
peonies not blooming well, !

PL ANTING FALL FLOWERS 

August and September are 
the months in which to plant 
and re-set Iris, peony and 
similar bulbous flowers advise 
horticultural experts of the 
Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Now is the time to plant the 
Bearded Iris or to take up and 
replant old crowded specimens. 
In doing this the young, 
healthy rhizomes should be re- 
planted and the old central 
portions discarded. In _plant- 
ing the Iris the rhizomes 
should not be covered with 
earth they should be left at the 
surface of the soil with the 
roots firmly embedded in the 
ground, 

Setpember is the month for 
dividing and replanting peon- 
ies. The old stools should be

‘dug up, carefully washed, divid- 


ed and When re- 
planted each division should 
have three or four eyes, they 
should be placed about three 
or four feet apart and just 
deep enough that the crowns 
are covered with two inches of 
earth. The soil in which they 
are planted should be dug deep- 
ly and richness assured by mix- 
ing in some bone meal and 
sheep manure. Too deep plant- 
ing is one of the causes of the 
non-blooming of peonies, 

Other bulbous plants which 
may be planted about the end 
of September include Tulips, 
Narcissus, Chionodoxa, Crocus, 
Leucogium, (Snowflake),
